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The last will of Professor JAN KOTEJA was to deliver his collection of Coccidea to the 
Department of Zoology, University of Silesia. The collection contains over 4500 microsope 
slides (some with more than 1 specimen); there are also dry specimens and preparations 
kept in alcohol. It comprises scale insects from almost all over the world, e.g., from Japan, 
India, USA, Australia, Greece, Canada, countries of the former Yugoslavia, 
Czechoslovakia and the Soviet Union. Most of the species come from Poland, as Professor 
conducted very intensive investigations in order to study the biodiversity of scale insects 
which can be found in this country. The researches involved regions of the Tatra 
Mountains, Swietokrzyskie Mts., Roztocze, and others. The collection contains species 
which were found in greenhouses too, mainly from the glasshouse of the Botanical Garden 
in Cracow. 


There are 234 species gathered in 14 families. The largest is the family Pseudococcidae 
(Tab). There are also several very old microscope slides from the beginning of the 20" 
century were found. We used the Data Base of the Scale Insects of the World 
(http://www.sel.barc.usda.gov/scalenet/scalenet.htm) to update the species names.
